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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
1994 
As you know the winter of 1995 has been warmer than normal with very 
little snow. If this trend continues by town meeting we can probably 
expect to cut the budget by quite a lot. 

We are asking for extra money in the Town Officer's Expenses 
this year to pay the selectmen's secretary. As always there is more and 
more paper work. In addition, we need our secretary to take minutes at 
selectmens meetings and be open more hours to the public. 

We feel it is necessary to note that the cupola's structural frame 
on the Town Hall was repaired to hold it in place but was not rebuilt. 

The interior and exterior of the Town Hall needs painting. The 
exterior doors also need repairs. This will be a good summer project. 

We are hoping to do some minor remodeling at the municipal 
building. This will consist of installing a door between the selectmen's 
office and the office that the town clerk and tax collector share. We also 
hope to install a large window in front of the town clerk's desk. 

The leaky roof at the municipal building over the police office was 
repaired. We hope this made our chief happy. 

This is a good year to purchase a new loader for the highway 
department. The near future may result in greatly increased new school 
costs making it more difficult to make large purchases for the town. 

We have received a wakeup call from the State of N.H. about our 
deteriorating bridges. Hopefully this ongoing problem will be worked out 
using as much state aid as we can qualify for. 

We took appropriate action on all of last year's warrant articles. 
This consists of a new salt shed, new lawn mower, surveying the new 
cemetery, new wiring for the library, new lighting and wiring for the 
Town Hall, buying a new police cruiser, and installing handicap access 
for the Town Hall and Library. 

The communications for the town is uncertain at this time. This 
has been going on for months and will probably not be solved soon. 

The legal expenses for the town have been rising sharply. This is 
a sign of the times and all we can do is hold on and tolerate it. 

Grezlak & Associates gave us a gold star audit report. This 
means in part that we have a large fund balance making it possible to 
reduce our tax rate. This is a tricky business but the Department of 
Revenue Administration went along with us on this. 

The deeding of properties to the Town of Temple because of 
unpaid taxes is an unpleasant business. We hope we don't need to do any 
of this, but if we do, we need permission from the town meeting to sell 
these properties. 

Last but not least, we would like to thank everyone in the Town 
of Temple for their helpful suggestions and pleasant cooperation.

EARLIER THAN SEVEN O'CLOCK IN THE EVENING. 


You are further notified to meet at the Municipal Building in said 
Temple, on Saturday, the Kighteenth Day of March next, at ten o'clock in 
the morning, to act upon the following subject: 


Article 3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $646,627.89 for Town charges and other necessary maintenance and 
operating expenditures. 


Article 4. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and committees or 
officers heretofore chosen and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 5. To see if the residents of Temple will provide town land in 
order for the Temple Historical Society to preserve, restore and maintain 
Temple Schoolhouse No. 6 by relocating the building to a more 
centralized town site. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum 
of $40,000.00 for the purpose of rebuilding a town bridge, and authorize 
the withdrawal of $40,000.00 from the capital reserve fund for bridge 


repair, or take any action thereon.

Once again you will notice that Motor Vehicle Accidents are a large factor 
in out total calls. Over the years, our actual Fire Calls seems to have 
stayed quite low. We attribute this to you, the citizens of Temple. 
Through better education and awareness, everyone has become more 
careful and more aware of fire. The results are evident in the statistics. 

Just the opposite seems to be happening with motor vehicles. 
Every year we are called to more and more accidents. This year we 
decided to invest our private funds into a "vehicle extrication tool," better 
known as the "Jaws of Life," for just this reason. We have been 
depending on Mutual Aid for one of these tools for many years. However, 
the extra 15 - 20 minute wait was sometimes critical. Now we will have 
one on the scene with us when we arrive. 

We purchased 5 new portable radios for better "on-scene" 
communications this year as well. Also purchased were a generator and 
light system for better night-time visibility. 

Our private funds were collected from our various annual fund- 
raisers and from many generous donations from people in town. I would 
like to especially thank the Fire Department Auxiliary for their help in 
raising the money. Even though we had many successful fund-raisers in 
1994, all of these purchases have severely depleted our funds. The 
"extrication tool" itself costs $7450, which is quite a bit. However, this 
tool could someday help save your life. We will be asking for your 
support again this year just as much as ever, while we strive to keep up 
with the ever-growing needs in todays fast-paced world. 
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It seems like a long time ago now, but in March of this past year 
our training on the new Fire truck was completed and the truck was put 
into service. The only "bugs" that we had to work out of it were the 
speedometer not working and our foam system needing to be recalibrated 
to mix the correct ratio of foam to water. Otherwise, this truck has 
worked out excellent for us. We are very proud of it. 

Most of our training sessions this past year were spent on the 
new engine and on rescue tools. We now feel quite confident in both of 
these areas. 

On July 5, 1995, the Enhanced 911 will go on-line in New 
Hampshire. This enables everyone in the state of New Hampshire to dial 
911 for an emergency. Rather than the 911 calls going directly through 
your area's dispatch center, calls first go through a state-of-the-art 
dispatch center in Concord, N.H. That center will be able to tell exactly 
where the call is coming from and will be able to "lock into" that 
residence. From that dispatch center the call is then routed to the 
appropriate place. 

I have been working together with the Federal Communications 
Center to help Temple prepare for this system. One of the preparations 
will be the renumbering of each residence in town. I am told that the 
U.S. Post Office will accept these new numbers and will use them as 
people's mailing addresses. This will make both your emergency street 
number and your mailing address the same and therefore easier for your 
family to remember. You will be required by state law to post these 
numbers in a conspicuous place at your residence. 

As this renumbering will not be completed: until sometime this 
coming summer, continue to use the numbers that you currently use. 
You will be notified in person by the Fire Department of your new 
number and when we are to begin their use. This new system is being 
done with the distant future in mind, allowing for growth, so don't be 
shocked at what your number ends up being. 

To stay in touch with our monthly activities, pick up your copy of 
the bi-monthly Temple Newsletter at the Temple Store. See what is 
going on in Town and what's happening with your Fire Department.

In calendar year 1994, our three (8) leading causes of fires were No 
Permit, Children and Rekindles of fires where the fire was not properly 
extinguished. 

Violations of RSA 224:27 11, the fire permit law, and the other burning 
laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by 
fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all 
fire suppression costs. 

To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Fire 
Officials, contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a 
permit is required. This also helps to prevent unnecessary response to a 
controlled burn.

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TOWN FORESTER’S REPORT 


Since I assumed the position of Town Forester last June, timber 
harvesting in Town has been going on at a fairly active rate as compared 
to previous years. The lumber market has been very strong over the past 
year. Stumpage prices have been on the increase and there has been a 
strong demand for forest products. Over the past nine months, 10 
Notices of Intent to Cut Wood or Timber have been filed with the 
Selectmen. The majority of these operations have been completed and a 
few are still ongoing. As of the date of this report, no final Reports of 
Timber Cut were filed with the Selectmen. The estimated yield tax that 
will be generated from these 10 forestry operations is approximately 
$6500. 

The State RSA specifies that any person owning land upon which wood 
or timber is cut, either for sale or for services rendered, must first file an 
Intent to Cut form with the Town Selectmen or assessing officials. The 
exception to this is a person cutting up to 10,000 board feet of logs for 
their own use, or a person cutting up to 20 cords of fuel wood for their 
own domestic fuel purposes, within the tax year. Under these exceptions 
an individual does not have to file an Intent to Cut form. The tax year 
runs from April lst to March 31st. 

The RSA also states that within 60 days of completion of the operation 
or by April 15th, a Report of Wood or Timber Cut must be filed with the 
Town specifying the exact volume cut by species. The Town will levy a 10 
percent yield tax based on the stumpage value of the material cut. If the 
job is not completed by March 31st or did not take place, a Report of Cut 
must still be filed by April 15th. At that time a new Intent to Cut should 
be filed to renew the permit. If the job is not completed by March 31st 
but will be completed by June 30th, a 90-day extension may be granted 
without having to renew the permit. To do this the Selectmen must be 
notified in writing and signed by the Owner, prior to April 15th. 

Finally, during a harvesting operation, if the volumes to be harvested 
are going to exceed the estimated volumes on the original Intent to Cut, a 
supplemental Intent should be filed immediately showing the additional 
estimated volumes.

While 1994 brought a slight drop in the call volume, the service remained 
busy, averaging more than one call per day throughout the year. 

In addition to responding to emergency calls, the attendants 
spent many hours attending continuing education programs and with 
fund raising projects for the service. 

Our building is nearly complete, with most large projects 
complete. 

Expenses for the operation of the service continue to rise. The 
cost of supplies and equipment increases each year, and additionally, the 
need to change to the use of expendable items required for the protection 
of both attendants and patients also adds to the increased operating 
expense. 

Meeting OSHA requirements has become an additional, but 
necessary, burden on the service. Training requirements to meet OSHA 
and other safety requirements means not only additional expense, but 
considerable time involved in training. 

This past year the availability of space in our own building has 
made it possible to increase the training available locally, while at the 
same time provides us with the opportunity of reducing our costs by 
offering training courses to outside agencies and individuals for a fee. 
This not only makes training more accessible to our own attendants, 
eliminating the need to travel, but allows us to provide the training at 
less cost. 

Our need for volunteers is always a concern. Each year we lose a 
few attendants for various reasons. The time commitment alone places a 
strain on family and personal time. Some attendants leave the area, 
others simply choose to devote their time to other interests. In November 
1994, we began two classes for Emergency Medical Technician. One class 
if held during the daytime, the other in the evening. From these classes 
we expect to increase the number of attendants available. After 
successful completion of the EMT course, those interested will begin 
additional training with the service. 

Because more people work outside of the area during the daytime, 
our need for volunteers during the day is particularly acute. 

Plans are under way for additional training courses to be offered 
during 1995 and anyone interested is encouraged to contact Darel Oja or 
David Dow through the communications center at 654-2434 for 
information. 
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With the recent controversy over communications, and the recent 
move from Monadnock Communications to Milford Area Communications 
by the Town of Greenville, the service has been placed in the position of 
increasing its budget to pay for communications/dispatch service for the 
ambulance service. This had previously been provided by the towns 
serviced. 

This situation has also placed the service in the position of 
researching and planning both an upgrade of communications equipment 
and a probable move to another dispatching agency. 

The ambulance service has entered into agreement with "Health 
Alliance," a joint effort by Burbank Hospital, Leominster Hospital and 
Patriot Ambulance Service to provide Advanced Life Support services for 
patients who require this level of care. While Souhegan Valley 
Ambulance continues to provide services for no fee to the individual, 
there is a fee to the patient from Patriot Ambulance for Advanced Life 
Support Services when provided. 

Souhegan Valley Ambulance Services continues to upgrade the 
level of care provided through training programs at all levels. At present, 
the minimum level of training for our attendants is Emergency Medical 
Technician, meeting the National Department of Transportation 
guidelines and State of New Hampshire requirements. Additionally, each 
year we increase the number of attendants trained to the level of 
Emergency Medical Technician - Intermediate. At present, all of our 
attendants are Nationally Registered with the National Registry of 
Emergency Medical Technicians at the level of their peer (EMT-Basic, 
EMT-Intermediate or Paramedic).

MONADNOCK FAMILY SERVICES 
Summary of Services to Temple Residents from October 1, 1993 
through September 30, 1994 


Monadnock Family Services provides a full range of treatment for 
individuals who need counseling or who are experiencing a mental 
disorder. There are no restrictions based on diagnosis or age, and we 
continue to offer services to clients with little to no income. The 
Peterborough District Office is open five days and three nights per week. 
The Jaffrey District Office is open four days and four evenings per week. 
Based in our Keene Office, we provide 24 hour Fanerpengy Services 7 
days a week, 365 days a year. 

Services we offer in addition to Sheseeseeseres Services include: 
Psychiatric Assessment and Medication Treatment, Case Management, 
Residential treatment and a Day Treatment program. This figure is 
reflective of open cases and does not contain those individuals who may 
have been seen as adjunct member of treatment (i.e., family members, 
school personnel, legal or other sources of referral). Last year the 
Peterborough and Jaffrey offices of Monadnock Family Services served 
over 793 individuals, with more than 138,068 visits for direct treatment. 

It is our goal to maintain quality services to residents of our 
catchment area, and to provide for the identified counseling needs of the 
community. 

This past year Monadnock Family Services provided 189 visits of 
direct treatment to TEMPLE residents. Of the 12 open cases, 5 were 
male and 7 were female, 5 were under the age of 18, and 7 between the 
ages of 18 and 59. 

Primary referral sources were as_ follows:  self-referred, 
physicians, social service agencies, schools, and courts, in that order. 

MFS Adult Care Center was open over 1400 hours in 1994, with 
an average daily attendance of approximately 23 clients. We provided 
over 16,000 hours of service to elderly residents and their families. Many 
of the clients in the program have Alzheimer's Disease or related illnesses 
due to aging. 

The dollar amount requested from Temple to help us continue 
offering these services, is arrived at by multiplying the 1992 population 
estimates (prepared by the N.H. Office of State Planning) figure by $1.00. 
This per capita amount represents no increase in five years. The amount 
we are requesting is $1,218.00. 
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TEMPLE POLICE DEPARTMENT 
1994 


Once again the Temple Police Department has a very busy year. Juvenile 
incidents and vandalism were down again this year, as were accidents, 
due to a less severe winter than in the past. However, officers were kept 
busy investigating more serious crimes such as the four suspicious fires 
which occurred during 1994, one of which resulted in the serious injury of 
Officer Dave Elder. More than 6,000 calls were received and/or 
dispatched by Base 500 for the year of 1994. The number of crimes in 
Temple has decreased by 11% since 1993. 

The mutual aid agreements that have served us in the past, with 
Greenville, New Ipswich, Mason, Peterborough, Greenfield, 
Lyndeborough, and the New Hampshire State Police, are still in place 
and were very effective in 1994, by providing additional coverage and 
safety for our officers while keeping departmental costs down. 

The new cruiser, which was approved for purchase during last 
year's town meeting arrived in May. It has provided greater 
dependability and lower maintenance costs than the old cruiser, allowing 
a decrease in budgeted maintenance costs for the 1995 fiscal year. 

I would like to take the opportunity again to thank State Police 
Troop B for their continued assistance and training, which is provided at 
no cost to the Town. ‘Troopers have assisted in many accident and 
criminal cases throughout the year. 

The department wishes to thank Officers Peter Clegg and David 
Elder for their dedication and efforts, and welcomes Offices Larry Duval 
and Kevin Walker to the Temple Department.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 
1994 


Winter: 

The winter of 1994 was "just like they used to be" so everyone said. With 
well over 100" of snow and sub-zero temperatures for weeks on end, it 
definitely did seem that way. Just about every other day we were either 
plowing, sanding, and/or salting the roads. In January and February 
alone, we spent $6,400.00 on salt, used 75% of our sandpile, spent 
approximately $20,000.00 plowing roads, and $34,700.00 plowing 
driveways. 

By the middle of March, the days were warming up and the snows 
were finally calming down. Fortunately, the weather was extremely mild 
in November and December which "rescued" our budget. We ended 1994 
with approximately $8,000.00 left over in our budget because of this. 

As the weather was definitely in our favor in November and 
December, we spent some time building our new salt barn. The building 
went up fairly quickly and turned out quite well. The price of salt has 
gone up about 20% this year due to the shortages in February and March. 
Thanks to our new salt barn, we won't have to worry about losing this 
expensive salt to rain and freezing temperatures. 


Summer: 

We had fully expected to have serious mud problems in the spring after 
such a severe winter and with frost reported to be as deep as 8-10 feet in 
this area. Fortunately we were wrong. Temperatures came up slowly 
and it was fairly dry in April and May which helped. Also, the gravel and 
drainage that we have been putting on and under the dirt roads over the 
years is paying off. 

Our regular maintenance this year consisted of grading and 
ditching the dirt roads, mowing roadsides, sweeping the paved roads, 
cleaning ditches and culverts, repairing washouts, cutting brush and 
taking down dead trees, repairing bridge railings and stockpiling sand. 
We now also maintain all of the towns laws, parks, commons, and 
cemeteries. Most of any spare time we have is spent on maintenance of 
the equipment which is a never-ending battle. 

The 1-ton dump truck that we purchased from Federal surplus is 
working out well for us. We use it for plowing snow and most all of our 
regular maintenance projects. We have already saved several thousand 
dollars in hired equipment costs with the purchase of this truck. 

Extra projects that were done this year were: 

* Widened West Road at the intersection of Foster Road for 
better visibility. 

* Widened the section of Blood Road at the intersection of Foster 
Road and Farley Hill Road to aid in snow removal. 
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* Rebuilt the intersection of Hill Road and Hadley Highway for 
easier and more efficient maintenance. 

* Graveled Howard Hill Road, sections of Kullgren and Fish 
Roads, and North Road from Converse Road to the Town line. 

* Installed Handicapped access ramps to the Town Hall and 
Library. 

* Sealed the cracks at the Tennis Courts. 


* Dug up sewer lines at the Municipal Building to insulate them 
from the cost and frost. 

* Shimmed and sealed Hadley Highway, Boutwell Hill, Harling's 
Hill on Mansfield Road, Tyler's Hill on Cutter Road and the paved section 
of Hill Road. 

At Town Meeting in March of 1995, we will be asking the 
Townspeople to purchase a new loader for the Highway Department to 
replace the 21 year old loader that we currently have. We feel that now is 
the best time to make this purchase. 

Of our total highway budget, approximately $207,000.00, about 
$48,000.00 of it will be paid for by the block grant that we receive from 
the State of N.H. This money comes from the gas and diesel fuel taxes to 
help defray the costs of road maintenance that the town must bear. 

I will gladly answer any questions that you may have about the 
Highway Budget or the Towns roads at the Town Meeting or by phone.
